Tuer fee and salary bill was vetoed 
by Gov. Hovey of Indiana on the 9th. 
In his message the governor gave as 
his main reason for refusing to sign the 
bill the fact that it was not effective at 
once, and permitted the present incum- 
bents all over the state to extort fees 
from the public for the next two years. 
The bill was promptly passed over the 
governor's veto by both houses, and be- 
came a law. 

On the 9th it was announced in Ot- 
tawa, Ont., that if the courts will per- 
mit it the election in every county that 
went against the government will be 
protested and the fight be made over 
again. Sir John MacDonald expects to 
win back a number of these seats. 

On the 9th Secretary Proctor started 
on an extensive inspection tour of mili- 
tary posts, via Texas, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and onward to the Pacific coast.

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

Eva Biocn, a young Polish woman, 
committed suicide by hanging in the 
lavatory of the union station in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., on the 6th. She left a note 
of which the following is a translation: 
“Please telegraph that I have commit- 
ted suicide because I did not stay in my 
native country.” 

CHARLES SWAIN, employed in laying 
iron on the upper deck of the high 
bridge at Muscatine, Ia., fell from the 
top of the span, on the 6th, to the ice 
in the Mississippi river, a distance of 
80 feet, and was instantly killed. 

A STRANGER presented a check for 
$2,500 at the Duquesne bank, in Pitts- 
purgh, Pa., on the 6th, and receiving the 
money thereon, quickly departed. A 
few minutes later it was discovered by 
the bank officials that the check had 
been raised from $25 to $2,500. 

On the night of the 5th the 2-year-old 
daughter of Mrs. Ludwig Samuel, of 
South Bethlehem, Pa., fell from her 
crib into a bucket of water and was 
drowned. A similar death occurred 
about a year ago in the same family. 
The authorities are investigating the 
case. 

CHARLES Strrowe, accused of the 
murder of Annie McCloud. whom it was 
alleged he furnished with poison with 
which she committed suicide, was ac- 
quitted at Lancaster, Pa. 

On the 8th, while a Belfast delegation 
of Parnellites were returning from 
Newry, two shots were fired at Tande- 
gree station, from a carriage, wounding 
two of the Belfast men seriously. The 
weapon was not found, but several per- 
sons were detained on suspicion, 








On the 8th eighteen sacks of letters 
and thirty-five sacks of newspapers, 
sent from New York City by the Chi- 
cago express on the New York Central 
railroad, were lost in transit by the de- 
struction of a baggage car by fire.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Bustness failures occurring through- 
out the country during the seven days 
ended on the 6th’ number, for the 
United States, 235, and for Canada, 30, 
or a total of 265, as compared witha 
total of 290 the previous week. For the 
corresponding week of last year the 
figures were 260, representing 223 fail- 
ures in the United States and 37 in 
Canada.

Tut Zimmerman brewery, the only 
brewery in Lima, O., has been sold by 
the receiver, in whose hands it had been 
for the past year, to representatives of 
an English syndicate, for $20,000. 

On the 9th the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Co.’s new steamship Empress of 
India arrived at Colombo, Ceylon, on 
her voyage around the world. She re- 
mained there two days to give the pas- 
sengers an opportunity of viewing the 
numerous points of interest in the 
vicinity. 

THE Italian government will appoint 
a commission for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the circumstances attending 
the murders at Massowah, in which 
Italian officials are alleged to be im- 
plicated. 

THE corporation of Manchester, En- 
gland, — will advance £500,000 to the 
@hnich purposes to make the former 
city accessible to steamers and ships of 
the heaviest draught. 

G. S. Exuis, an accountant, in his tes- 
timony before the New York state sen- 
ate committee investigating the sugar 
trust, said that the trust had made a 
profit of over $11,900,000, of which the 
stockholders had received but 10 per 
cent.

A DEAD MAN’S MILLIONS. 


The Will of the Late Jonathan Scoville, or 
Buffalo, N. Y.—A Number of Public Be- 


quests—An Unacknowledged Gift Costs 
Dearly. 


BurFrAto, N. Y., March 10.—The will 
of the late Jonathan Scoville was of- 
fered for probate yesterday. The es- 
tate is estimated at about $3,000,000. 
The testator gives to his two sisters 
$20,000 each, to his nephew Wm. H. 
Harper, of Chicago, and to his niece, 
Mary L. Filling, of Washington, $15,- 
000. He gives in trust for his nephews, 
Samuel Scoville and Paschal and J. F. 
Fisher, $50,000 each. To the widow of 
his deceased brother, Samuel Scoville, 
an annuity for life of $500. To the St. 
Johns Episcopal society of Salisbury, 
Conn., the interest in perpetuity of $50,- 
000 and to the Methodist Episcopal un- 
ion chapel of Chapinville, $500 per an- 
num in perpetuity. He gives to the 
Buffalo orphan asylum, Historical so- 
ciety fine arts academy, St. Vincents, 
female asylum and the Home for the 
friendless, $5,000 each. He gives to the 
Buffalo fine arts academy $2,500 and a 
like amount to the general hospital to 
be used for a school for nurses. 

A codicil, however, revokes the be- 
quest to the Fine Arts academy and di- 
rects that $5,000 be given to the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren and $20,000 to the University of 
Buffalo. 

Article 10 gives $12,000 for a suitable 
building in Salisbury, Conn., for the 
use of a public library. Other minor 
bequests are also made, and the bal- 
ance of the estate goes to trustees in 
trust for the six children of his brother, 
the late Church Scoville, to be given 
them successively, as they become of 
age. 

The history of the revocation of the 
fine arts bequest is a curious one. 
About a month ago Mr. Scoville sent 
some statuary to the Fine Arts academy 
but no acknowledgment of the gift was 
made, which angered Mr. Scoville so 
that he had the codicil framed, saying: 
“If these people don’t think enough of 
a gift I send them to acknowledge it, 
why they need not have any more.” 
The academy trustees say that the 
statuary came just after a regular 
monthly meeting and they were wait- 
ing for the next meeting to make the

COLOMBIA’S RAILWAYS. 








An Interesting Statement Concerning the 
Railways of Colombia. 

WasuInGton, March 10.—The de- 
partment of state has received from the 
United States minister at Bogota an in- 
teresting statement concerning the 
railways of Colombia, in which he says: 

“This country is among the most 
mountainous of the world. As a re- 
sult, all communication is, and always 
has been, most difficult and expensive. 
Nearly all freight must be transported 
by mules as soon as it leaves the great 
rivers. The people here realize their 
difficulties caused by the tedious meth- 
ods now employed, and with a com- 
mendable spirit of progress have made 
numerous contracts with various for- 





eign companies for the construc- 
tion of roads. For one _ reason 
or another the contracts have 


not been productive of great results. 
So that, to-day there are only nine 
railroads in the country, aggregating 
in length 290 kilometres, and two of 
these, covering about forty-two kilo- 
metres, were built by native compa- 
nies.” 

Colombia, he says, has no system of 
railroads but only isolated short lines. 
The need of more and better con- 
structed and better managed roads is 
keenly felt. This situation induced the 
eongress to grant several concessions to 
foreign companies for the construction 





of new roads.

To Found a University. 

A meeting of the board of regents of 
t).e South Atlantic university, of four 
Presbyterian synods of North Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Florida, was held at 
Augusta, Ga. The object of the meet- 
ing was to arrange preliminary pro- 
ceedings to establish a Presbyterian 
university in the south. The regents 
have reported to the synod that they 
deem it necéSsiiry that the four synods 
found a school common to all. Such 
institution shallembrace such academic 
and scientific courses as are used in in- 
stitutions of higher grade, and then such 
professional polytechnic and industrial 
schools and courses as may seem proper 
and necessary. The board adopted the 
name of South Atlantic university for 
the university, and also arranged for 
securing a charter under the constitu- 
tion adopted. J. B. Spearer, president 
Bs ene college, was elected presi- 

ent. 


Bones of a Mammoth Bison. 

New discoveries are continually being 
made proving Florida the treasure house 
of prehistoric relics. The latest find is 
the remains of a mammoth fossil buf- 
falo, which was unearthed recently in 
the Withlacooche river in Marion coun- 
ty. They were uncovered while dredg- 
ing in the bed of the river near the Dun- 
nellon phosphate works in a bed of fos- 
siliferous bones comprising those of the 
mastodon, nianatee, ete. The skeleton 
is avery large one. The horns are 8 
inches in diameter at the base and 
curve backward. The frontal bone is 
{8 inches across. The height of the 
animal is estimated at 9 feet, and its 
weight at 5,000 or 6,000 pounds. The 
skull has been sent to the national mu- 
seum at Washington by the discoverer, 
Gen. S. W. Colby. It is a very rare and 
valuable. specimen. 





William Ward Gates. 

Col. William Ward Gates died at Jack- 
son, Tenn., aged 78. 

{He was born in Chesterfield county, Va., 
May 23, 1812. At the age of 15 he entered the 
printing office of the West Tennessee Whig, 
published at Paris, Tenn., ®y Amos R. John- 
son and Felix R. Zollicoffer. At 18 he bought 
the newspaper and ran up the name of Henry 
Clay for vice-president, being the first editor 
in the state to link his fortunes with the 
great “Commoner.” He opposed secession 
with all the powers of tongue and pen. His 


father lived and died an old-time Whig.) ~ 
Mississippi College.

—To take ink stains out of a red ta 
ble-cloth, soak the spot in sweet milk 
or melted tallow; if that doesn’t-remove 
it all, hold it over burning matches. 

—Banana Cream. — Take one-half 
pound of sugar, one egg and three good- 
sized bananas to each quart of cream. 
Mash the bananas. and put in when 
ready to freeze.—Christian Enquirer.

—By applying a little of the best car- 
riage oil varnish carefully with a 
camel’s hair brush to the edges of 
broken china, the parts being neatly 
joined together, the fracture will, when 
thoroughly dry, be hardly perceptible, 
and the china will stand fire and water. 

—Oatmeal Crisps.—One cup oatmeal, 
nearly one-half teaspoonful salt mixed 
together dry; cover with cold water, 
sad let it stand half an hour. Drain 
cff any water remaining; drop by 
spoonfuls on a tin, spreading as thick 
as possible. Bake until brown and 
crisp, but not scorched in the least.— 
Ladies’ Home Journal. 

—Creamed Spaghetti.—One-half pound 
spaghetti boiled tender in two quarts 
of boiling water, slightly salted; one 
tablespoonful butter, two teaspoonfuls 
flour, one cup milk, four tablespoonfuls 
grated cheese, pepper and salt to taste. 
Cook the butter and flour together; add 
the seasoning and the cheese. Drain 
the spaghetti, put it in a deep dish and 
pour the sauce over it.—Boston Budget. 
—For cleaning very dirty brass use 
strong ammonia and scrub well with a 
brush; rinse off with clear water. To re- 
move paint from any material that will 
not be injured by the process, saturate 
the spot with ammonia and turpentine 
in equal parts, wetting it as often as re- 
quired, till the paint softens; then ”° 
wash it out with soap and water; soft 
soap is excellent for taking out paint 
when it can be used.—N. Y. World. 
—Vegetable Soup.—Put on to boil in 
water enough to cover them, six pota- 
toes, four carrots, one-half of a cabbage 
head (cut fine) and three onions. Thin 
the soup with boiling water to the 
proper consistency a quarter of an hour 
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DAIRY, VIN eter pw wv em woe - 
two well-beaten eggs. Stir in flour un- 
til it is as thick as gravy, then 
add one-half teaspoonful of baking 
powder. Let it boil five or ten min- 
utes. Serve hot.—Detroit Free Press. 
—Cake for the Village Sisters.—Take 
one egg well beaten, one and onc-half 
cups of sugar (or one cup if granulated 
is used), two tablespoons of melted but- 
ter, one cup of sweet milk, two a half 
cups of flour sifted with two heaping 
teaspoons of baking powder, and beat 
thoroughly; buke in layers or a loaf. 
Use jelly for filling,or a good filling may 
be made by taking one egg, one cup of 
milk, half a cup of sugar, one heaping 
tablespoon of corn starch and cook over 
steam; when cool flavor with lemon and 
spread between the layers.—Mrs. W. 
H. W. 

—Apples may be had fresh and crisp 
the year round by keeping them dry 
and cool. Ina cellar that is well aired, 
dry and free from mold of any sort, all 
that is needed is to place the fruit upon 
shelves or in shallow boxes, so that 
they do not touch each other. If there 
is not room enough for this they may 
be wrapped in soft paper so that there is 
no contact between them, and placed in 
boxes. If the cellar is not perfectly 
dry, sprinkle in the bottom of boxes or 
barrels about two inches of dry sand 
(fire dried is best), and carefully place 
a layer of apples on this, then sprinkle 
in more sand and place another layer 
of frnit, and so on until the package is 
filled to within two inches of the top; 
then eover this with sand, to exclude 
the air, and if the fruit is sound when 
packed, and the sand dry, you may eat 
good apples next July. 


Sleep and Bed-Clothes. 

This question is one which a phy- 
sician is very frequently asked. In 
quite a proportion of cases, the query 
might be auswered by saying: ‘‘Be- 
cause you sleep under too many or too 
heavy bed-covers.” An excessive 
amount of heat during sleep occasions 
nervousness and wakefulness, through 
exciting the heart’s action, and thus 
causing congestion of the brain. One 
should sleep under as few covers as 
possible without discomfort. Of course 
it is important that the feet and limbs 
should be warm, but the amount of 
covering should never be so great as to 
induce perspiration. Old-fashioned, 
heavy cotton quilts are not to be recom- 
mended. Woolen blankets are the only 
really wholesome material for use as 
bed-covers, and nothing further is need- 
ed except a thin counterpane to protect 
the ding from dust.—Good Health.

When the party visited the Chica- 
mauga battlefield Wednesday, the 
weather was too bad to permit a visit to 
any points, but a very good general idea 
of the situation was obtained. 

The visitors were then driven to Craw- 
fish Springs, where reminiscences were 
exchanged and the hospitalities of Mr. 
Lee. mrandet accepted. “A ‘number of 
speeches were made. 

Secretary Proctor will proceed at once 
with negotiations with the owners for 
the land needed for the park. More than 
7,000 acres will be secured, and as soon 
as each tract is purchased, work on that 
part of the park will — Good roads 
will be built, underbrush cleared away, 
commemorative tablets placed on the 
most important positions, and everything 
done to enable visitors to see the park 
comfortably and obtain an_ intelligent 
comprehension of this great fight. 

The present owners willl be permitted 
to remain on the land on the payment of 
a normal rental, but extreme precaution 
will be taken to insure the maintenance 
of the conditions existing when Gen.

How They May be. Legally Im- 
prisoned. 

An Investigation by Parliament 
Expected. 





Sensational Scenes—A Wife Kidnapped by 
Her Liege Lord—His House Her Dun- 
geon—Imprisoned There She Was Help- 
less—Yet it was According to Law. 


Womeu’s Rights at a Big Discount. 


Lonpon, March 13.—An abduction 
under most sensational circumstances is 
reported from Clitheroe, 2& miles from 
Manchester. Sunday morning, as Mrs. 
E. Jackson was leaving a church in 
that place, a carriage drawn by foaming 


‘| horses and containing three men was 


driven up and stopped near the lady, 
who was seized upon and forcibly taken 
ito the vehicle. The carriage contain- 
ing the abductors and their victim then 
drove rapidly away with friends cf the 
lady in vain pursuit. The abducting 
party finally alighted before a house in 
Blackburn, and conducted Mrs, Jackson 
inside the dwelling. They then pro- 
ceeded to barricade the doors and win- 
dows of the house, and strenuously re- 


| fused admittance to the party of pursuers 


who had followed them in another car- 
riage from Clitheroe. 

After the aLduction crowds of people 
surrounded Jackson's house, which they 
threatened to storm to release Mrs. Jack- 
aon, but the chief conatable warned them 
that in so doing they would be guilty of 
a breach of the peace. 

Both sides were on the alert through- 
out Sunday night and all day Monday. 
The police have succeeded in maintain- 
ing order outside the house. 

Mrs. Jackson's solicitor has obtained a 
warrant against the abductors for as- 
saulting his client’s sister at the time of 
the abduction, but the abductors still re- 
main barricaded within the house and 
cannot be arrested. 

The latest reports are that the beseig- 
ers of the hou-e at Clitheroe, where Mr. 
C, A. Jackson took his wife, still remain 
at their posts. Mr. Jackson, on the other 
hand, maintains his residence in a bar- 
ricaded condition, and the police remain 
on watch about the seeéne of his matri- 
monial dispute in order to prevent a se- 
rious collision between Mrs. Jackson’s 
relatives, who are trying to rescue her, 
and Mr, Jackson and his friends are de- 
fending his residence against the attack. 

Mr. Jackson telephoned Tuesday night 
that his wife during the day had been 
obstinate and helpless. A body of men 
composed of about 100 inhabitants of 
Clitheroe, headed by Mrs. Jackson’s rel- 
atives, early that morning marched to 
attack the Jackson residence. Upon 
sering the attacking party approach the 
chief constable, who was in command of 
the police guarding the house, assembled 
his forces across the road leading to the 
objective point of the attack—the Jack- 
son homestead. After some parleying, 
the chief constable managed to disperse 
the crowd. 

The abduction will probably be the 
subject of injury in parliament. English 
law on the question of conjugal rights is 
rather antiquated for present ideas of 
woman’s rights. It was extended to 
India about a quarter of a century ago 
and is used by Hindoo husbands to com- 
pel wives who were wedded in infancy 
and had never seen the husband to live 
with him, the wives in many instances 
being mere children. The Jackson case 
illustrates its possible use in England; 
and may lead to a change that will give 
a wife security from an outrage like that 
at Clitheroe. 

The abductors have given a guarantee 
to appear in court at Clitheroe. Mrs. 
Jackson has sent atelegram to the police 
authorities (which may have been writ- 
ten under duress) saying that she is con- 
tent to remain in her husband’s house, 
and that the siege may be stopped. It is 
stated that Jackson has had a romantic 
career, that he rose to the rank of cap- 
tain with the Maori irregulars and that 
he also fought in the American war and 
in smaller wars in South America. 





THE TREASURY 


Not Yet in Need of the Deposits in Bank- 
ing Concerns. 

WASHINGTON, March 138.—Acting sec- 
retary Nettleton, of the treasury depart- 
ment, has made the following statement 
in regard to a report that the department 
has decided to call in the government 
deposits in national banks: 

“The government has no present or 
immediate need to use any part of the 
funds now in depository banks. Doubt- 
less during the next eigiut months a part 
of such dfposits will be required, but 
they will in such case, be ca'led in in- 
stallments and only on reasonz b!e hotice 
as heretofore. Inasmuch as these de- 
posits, when so called, will doubtless be 
disbursed to meet current requirements 
of the government, the funds so used 
will be almost immediately returned to 
the channe!s of business.”
